Evidence was iy Ed h at bon previous cia 
that on the morning of the 23rd July the 
accused man was driving a Ben Edar ‘bus on 
the Howth road in the direction of Dublin. 
Near the Howth demesne entrance the con- 
erete part of the road was closed, and there 
was a stationary lorry containing a number 
of poles, which projected from the end of the 
lorry. The “bus caught one of the poles 
«hen passing, and Bernard McArdle and 
Annie Hopkige. passengers in the ‘bus, were 
killed, and Michael Doyle, the conductor on 
the ‘bus, was seriously injured. ' 

Mr. J. A. McCarthy, K.C. (instructed by 
the Chief State Solicitor) prosecuted, and Mr. 
Felix Sherry (instructed by Messrs. Lynch 
and Deering) appeared for the accused. 

Mr. Proud, solicitor (Messrs. Little, 
0 hUadhaigh and Proud), held a watching 
brief for os owner of the lorry, Mr. ! 
Lacy, Howth 


PRISONER'S EVIDENCE. 


Thomas Ryan, the accused man, giving 
evidence, said he had had eighteen asail 
experience as a 'bus driver before July, 1932, 
and had never previously been involved in an 
accident or a motor prosecution. On the 
morning of the accident he was proceeding 
with about twelve | sea vd from Howth, 
and made a stop at h Station. He went 
on towards the bend at Howth demesne at 
about twenty-five miles per hour. When he 
rounded the bend he saw the lorry aad a 
man named Brett on the road, about tweuty 
yards from the lorry. A private car was 
coming in the opposite direction. to witness, 
who applied his foot-brake to let it pass. 
Witness then moved across to the right-hand 
side to pass the lorry, 

Just as he was passing the lorry one of 
the poles caught the side of the "bus, as if 
it roHed from the lorry. Witness pulled up 
the "bus in about half a length in front of 


the lorry. 


When witness was approaching the lorry. 
he did not see the lorry driver or observe any 
signal to slow down. His brakes appeared 
all right when he used them on the ssaiesa 
of the accident, 

Cross-examined by Mr. McCarthy, witntes 
said that the day of the accident was the 
last day on which the company who employed 
him were to run ‘buses on t the Howth road 
under licence. For seventy or eighty yards 
prior to the accident he had a complete view 
of the lorry and the projecting poles. 

Considering the amount of room von had 
to pass the lorry, will you explain how the 
Eo could have suddenly rolled out of the 

rry and struck the ’bus?—It could have 
been thrown in from the left-hand side. i 


CAREFUL LOOK-OUT, 


_ Judge Shannon—Do von mean that just as 
your ‘bus came up to the tail of the lorry, it 
1s possible that someone threw a pole into 
the lorry, and the po then struck the 
‘bus*—Yes. It coul Site happened, but 1 
am not saying it did happe 

Answering further ghean by the Judge, 
the witness said he was keeping a careful 
look-out; he was not talking to anybody and 
was not ‘smoking. 

To Mr. McCarthy, he said he was once in 
court for overloading when he was a con- 
ductor. 

Pressed as to whether he was in court last 
year for speeding, witness said he thought he 
was once summoned for driving at. twenty-five 
miles an hour, 

Judge Shannon—Do you swear to the ury 
that you had forgotten that until now ta 

Timothy Ryan, owner of the "bus and 
brother of the defendant, said that the vehicle 
involved in the accident had. been only two 
months on the road. There was a continuous 
scratch about 4ft. 3ins. long on the side of 
the ’bus after the crash. 

Answering Mr. McCarthy, witness said he 
could not suggest how a po i could roll inside 
a ‘bns door and 6ft. to the back of the 
vehicle. 

Guard Cartwright, Howth, said that the 
steering and brakes of the ‘bus were perfect 
and the vehicle was mechanically sound 
throughout. 


THE VERDICT, 


After an absence of forty minutes, the jury 
feund the accused tg on all counta, 

Judge Shannon, bá area. back the 
accused for sentence, Al that the jury hao 
obwiously given the case very careful and 
anxious consideration. He entirely agrzed 
with the verdict. It was a terrible and 
ehocking case.

ALLEGED SALES IN 
DUBLIN MARKETS. 


‘sided at the monthly meeting: of the 

Dublin . Conservators of fisheries,

The water bailiff’s report stated that, owing 
to the river being unusually low, very few 
catches of salmon had been made during the 
month.

On other occasions the catches had. been 
equally good. 

Owing to the great number of fish at the 
mouth of the river, a g deal of illegal 
fishing was going on. In his opinion, there 
Was also a great deal of looseness.im the sale 
of salmon in the fish markets, many such fish 
having been illegally caught. 
| DAMAGE BY SEALS. 

The Clerk to the Board, Mr. 5. J. New- 
combe, said that a permit had been applied 
for on behalf of the head water bailiff, in 
order to enable him to shoot seals at the 
mouth of the River Liffey. Four members of 
the Defence Forces had also been detailed by 
the Ministry for Justice to shoot seals at 
Ringsend. They had gone down there for 
several evenings in succession, but so far had 
been unable to kill any seals. : 

During the discussion which followed it 
was agreed that the seals did a certain amount 
of damage to the fisheries, but several mem- 
bers held that the reports of their activities 
had been exagcerated. 

It was resolved, on the motion of Mr. 
Brown, that fishermen should have their nets 
marked with tabs for identification, in order 
to prevent illegal fishing.

LIMERICK COUNTY 
COUNCIL’S APPEAL. 


EFORE THE CHIEF JUSTICE, MR. JUSTICE 
7 FITZGIBBON say 1 MR. JUSTICE 
MURNAGHAN.) 


The hearing of the naí in the case of 
the Limerick County Council against the 
Irish Insurance Commissioners and others 
was continued. The appeal was taken by 
the Council from an order by the High Court 
dismissing their appeal from an adjucication 
of the Irish Insurance Commissioners, which 
held that a man named David Condon, of 
Croom, who had been engaged on work m 
connection with a quarry for the County 
Council, was an insurable person within the 
meaning of the National Health Insurance 
Act. 

It was stated that Condon, having seen 
the quarry and the place where stone from 
it were to be piled, made a price for the 
work. He arranged to get the work done, 
whether he did it himself or not. He often 
had nine men working with him, and never

friend in the person of Senator Duggan.

For some reason, however, his name was 
not struck off, and, by an ironic chanee, 
when the first Free State Senate was con- 
stituted, Mr. Duggan was delegated by 
Mr. T. M. Healy, who was the first 
Governor-General, to administer the Oath 
of Allegiarice to the newly-appointed 
Senators, of whom Lord Glenavy was the 
first to take it,” . 


Trish Shark-Fishing. 


I was much interested to read the other 
day that, within recent weeks, thousands 
of sharks have done great damage to 
fishing off the south-west coast of Ireland. 
To most people, I fancy, the knowledge 
that Irish waters are infested with these 


dangerous and savage fish will come asa | 


distinct surprise; yet they. have always 
been included in the Munster fisherman’s 
catalogue of the perils of the deep. Re- 
cently, it appears, a meniber*of one fish- 
ing party succeeded in harpooning a huge 
shark, but it towed the boat so swiftiy 
and dangerously through the water that 
he was forced to cut the rope. Another of 
the monsters, rammed and killed by a 
motor boat, was no less than thirty feet 
long. At Ballycotton, the well-known south 
of Ireland holiday resort, situated on the 
coastline mid-way between Cork and 
Youghal, sharks fre an ever-present 
danger duting the summer months. The 
local fishermen never permit visitors to 
swim in the deep waters just outside 
Ballycotton Island, and on clear days, 
while sailing across the bay, I have often 
seen the great shapes of these sinister fish 
gliding across patches of randy bottom in 
the shallow waters beneath, 


Hooking a Shark. 


As these fierce’ visitors cause endless 
trouble to loc-1 fishermen by breaking the 
slender meshes of their drag nets, a ruth- 
less war is waged npon them. The har- 


poon 1§ not used to bring about their un- | 


doing. I have seen sharks actucily 
hooked and successfully played by visitors 
using the ordinary rod and line. These 
were usnally young fish, which measured 
five feet in length from nose to tail-fin, 
and turned the scale at several hundred 
pounds, “When hooked, they put up a 
tremendous fight against capture, and 
often required playing for several hours 
on end, When eventually exhausted, they 
turned over in the water and floated to 
the surface near the boat, with their white 
undersides turned to the sunlight. It 
speaks much for their savagery that, even 
in this condition, the fishermen will not 
permit them to be lifted into the boat, 
but always prefer to cut them open with 
sharp knives while yet in the water. Long 
experience & bitter memories . teach 
them that seven rows of teeth, pointing 
inward to his greedy maw, which adorn 
the wide mouth of the shark, are still 
dangerous even when their owner is in the 
final stages of defeat.

thinking that he was to spend virtually 
the whole of his working life as an 
operative at the very place where he and 
his young companions took their airings. 


Men Apart. 


These ‘shipyard operatives. became in 
time. a class by themselves in Belfast. 
They had little to do with the life of the 
city, their whole interest lying in the vast 
ships that their hands fashioned. They 
trooped across Victoria Park in their 
thousands in the early morning, and 
returned, black and: toil-stained, in the 
evening, tramping in mighty columns like 
brigades of infantry. That homeward pil- 
grimage, being simultaneous, was always 
an impressive sight. Richard Rowley, the 
Belfast poet, has described it 

Terrible as an army with banners, 

The legions of labour, . 

The builders of ships, 

Tramp thro’ the winter eve, 
he sings. And, as it was a wonderful 
sight to see these legions, so it was a 
poignant one to see so many of these 
patient, useful craftsmen unoccupied in 
recent times. Their reactions to the un- 
accustomed idleness varied. ‘Some hung 
about in groups. near the yards and the 
riverside, watching and UWiscussing the 
vessels that plied to and fro. Some found 
alternative employment; but most of the 
men seemed to remain about their homes, 
helping their wives or making articles of 
furniture. Many of them. refused to go 
near the shipyards, saying they could not 
bear to look at the idle gantries. 


Hard Times. 


The position of the officers in this 
industrial army of the Belfast shipyards 
has in recent times been a distressing | 
one, and they, like the men, have faced 
it with wonderful courage and fortitude. 
My correspondent tells me that he met 
one of them, a highly skilled technician, 
selling vacuum cleaners on commission. 
It must have been a painful experience 
for a sensitive man to go about in the town 
in which he had held a prominent position 
soliciting orders from door to door. Yet 
he persevered uncomplainingly, and was— 
and, mio doubt, still is—a good salesman. 
Some of the leading men found positions 
as clerks. That. admirable class, the 
foremen, was badly hit, too. In more 
than one instance foremen have been 
acting as night watchman. It would be a 
calamity for Belfast if the skill and 
experience of her shipbuilding class should 
be lost to her for want of full occupation ; 
for such qualities are not develiind except 
by years of practical work. Happily, the 
shipyards of Belfast are governed by wise 
ae far-seeing men, and there appears 
some ground for the belief that the worst

A signal which arrives 
along the ground from a wireless station, it is 
stated. gives a corrtéct’ wireless bearing, but 
with an ordinary: dtrection-finder the echoes 
of that signal may introduce-large errors. 

The response of the eathode ray oscillo- 
graph, however, is so rapid that, wtih signals 
in which rapid jabs of energy lasting only 
one two-thousandth of a second are sent out, 
a bearing can be read correctly without con- 
fusion by the echoes. 

The correct reading is obtained in the form 
of a bright definite line on a fluorescent 
screen, which acts as the dial of this wireless 
compass, while the echoes produce only a 
faint pattern around it. 

These signal jabs, it is stated, can be pro- 
duced simply and cheaply by a modification 
to an ordinary wireless transmitter, and last 
such a short time that. they cause no serious 
interference to ordinary wireless receivers. A 
compact and inexpensive cathode ray receiver 
could be placed on the bridge of a ship and 
used as a collision preventer in fog. - 

By making the light from the fluorescent

"STRUGGLE FOR 
REVOLVER. 


EX- NATIONAL SOLDIER 
ACQUITTED. 


From Ovrk CorRRESPONDENT. 


TRIM, Wednesday. 

Charged at Trim Circuit Court with being 
in possession of a Webley revolver, with in- 
tent to endanger life, and with ‘assaulting 
Henry O’Hagan by presenting the revolver at 
him, Patrick Duigenan, an  ex-National 

soldier, was found not guilty. The Justice 

upheld a conviction against Duigenan in the

called him a liar, The witness, admitted 
that he pushed Duigenan. Duigenan 
then pullel a revolver out of his pocket, 
pointed it at him, and said “ Come on?’ He 
stepped on one side, and, with the assistance 
of other members of his party, took the re- 
volver from Duigenen and brought it to the 
barrack. 

In cross-examination, the witness denied 
that he was doing what Mr. Roe (for the 
defence) termed police or military. duty that 
night. There sok 56 men in his party and 
five in the rival party. 

Mr. Roe—So soon as you struck Duigenan 
your crowd tock it for granted they were free 

to do the same? 

The Wittiess—They “could have. 

Detective M‘Carthy said that Duigenan was 
covered with blood’ when he saw him at the 
barrack, 

Duigenan, the accused man, in the course 
of evidence, said that he had held the rank 
of C.Q.M.8. in the National Army, from which 
he Ms discharged with a good character. When 
O’Hagan’s men closed in, cutting him off 
from his four companions, he told the crowd 
that he had a gun, and asked them to stand

OUR AGRICULTURAL - 
WEALTH AND 
REMUNERATION. 


1926 and 1929,’’ issued last month by 

the Department of Industry and 
Commerce, although primarily concerned 
with industries which relate to factory 
and workshop, rather than to farm 
and field, vovers facts of great concern to 
the farmer and his family. It brings up to 
date (and thus gives the data for revising) 
the figures issued by the same Department 
in “its ‘‘ Agricultural Output of Saorstat 
Eireann, 1926-27."’. Although it does not 
attempt a direct appraisal of the relative 
importance either of the farmer and farm 
worker as wealth producers, compared with 
industrial workers, or of the relative total 
values of agricultural and industrial wealth 
inter se, there is a great, deal of knowledge 
on these and similar indices to prosperity 
available for the nation, It is vital to the 
interests of the people of this State that 
these figures shall be explored and discussed 
from every angle. We propose, however, to 
consider them mainly from the standpoint of 
the development of farming as the chief 
factor in the economic outlook. 


Mia Census of Industrial Production, 


Ths Fheis Wank wad te 
Town Worker's. 


The question that most seriously confronts 
this country in face of the increasing farm 
population is the remuneration per worker in 
the industry. It will be kept in mind by 
the student that ‘‘ worker” here is not 
limited to the so-called “‘agricultural worker’” 
of the Labour Exchange, but covers all 
farmers as well as all farm labourers. The 
returns of 1926-27 showed that the remunera- 
tion worked out at about £88 per head; but 
this Census of Production (1929), whilst not 
concerned with that problem, gives the gross 
agricultural output for that year as exceeding 
that for 1926 by only slightly over £100,000. 
But the figures given in the enumeration 
published by the Institute of Agriculture 
(Rome) show that 852,861 people were en- 
gaged in farm work on June 1, 1929. This 
increase in farm population, of about one- 
quarter,: with a virtually unaltered output, 
involves a reduction in the remuneration of 
about one-fifth; and the startling estimate 
of £70 per worker results. The net output 
for 1929 is somewhat less than that for 1996.7 : 
£56,208,000 respectively, b Bic ann 

seus, res ve ut this scarce 
affects the calculation. . 

There can be no reasonable doubt, even 
when it is realised that rent, rates and tools 
are excluded from the calculation, that a 
net sum of £70 La annum or 27s. per week 
per worker is dangerously low. It means 
that the average small: farmer is only better 
off than the labourer to the extent that, as he 
probably has a son or brother or wife work- 
ing on the same farm with him, the remunera- 
tion received from working the farm enables 
the family to carry on a precarious and 

urious livelihood, For it is to be remem- 
bered that the remuneration here discussed 
is only partly cash income and partly farm 
roduce, valued at town prices. How, it will 
asked, does this farm wage, which, on the 
small farm, seems to allow nothing for 
management nor any interest on the pro- 
ducers small; but not wholly negligible, 
capital, compare with the industrial worker's 
Min It will be found that a total of 
£14,269,139 was rent in 1929 to 107,271 per. 
sons—that is, £133 per worker. That, too, 
was the average “ wage and salary ” figure for 
1926. It.seems, then, that the farmers and 
farm workers fare worse by 20 per cent. than 
in 1929, whilst the industrial worker’s re- 
muneration is unchanged. Considering the 
situation in terms of the household, tail 
to the activity of more than one worker—of 
whom the second, being a relative, is 
frequently unpaid—a farm may bring in the 
equivalent of one and a half times (but less 
than twice) the £70 allotted on average to 
each worker. But only on those well above 
the average in income can the wage exceed, 
or, perhaps, even equal, that of the town 
worker.

Important as it is, that means of subsistence 
should be found for a growing population in 
industries ancillary to or apart from farming, 
there is little or no prospect of substituting 
for it any large scale industrial scheme. The 
second conclusion is ne less evident. It is 
mainly to the export of farm produce that 
we must look for any important additions to 
the national wealth. Anything which 
seriously Jessens the value of our agricultural 
export strikes directly at our national pros- 
perity. ‘Temporary expedients may ward off 
the blow and planning—for which this report 
furnishes very important data—may lessen 
the violence of its impact, but sane economies 
will realise that farming, both as a partial 
source of self-sufficiency and no jess as a base 
for exportation, is the one vital agency for 
the production of wealth in this country. 
This is no new discovery, but its emphatic 
confirmation is a fact. of immense importance.

Possibilities of the Scheme,

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SILVER FOXES. 
ands PS oaicdgaeae 
BREEDING BEGUN IN IRELAND. 


A little over a decade ago considerable 
doubt still existed regarding the possibility 
of breeding from silver foxs in these islands 
and of marketing the fur economically. 
Successful early experiments began to be 
made in Scotland, however, in the year 1920, 
and, by 1932, the original stock of eight 
pairs imported had been increased to a total 
of 3,000 odd animals in Great Britain. | 

At Mount Maulin Fur Farm, near Ennis- 
kerry, Co. Wicklow, pens and ranges for the 
breeding of silver foxes, beavers, nutria and 
other fur-bearing animals have “been con- 
structed, and last year visitors to the famous 
Powerscourt Waterfall found a new interest 
in the inspection of what corresponds closely 
to a natural zoological garden. The first 
litter of silver foxes was born at Mount 
Maulin in April, 1933, and large litters of 
the other fur animals have been successfully 
reared during 1932 and 1935. 

On the Garrick Fox Farm, at Ballyfree, 
Glenealy, Co. Wicklow, Mr. M. J. O'Driscoll 
has already erected a great range of special 

ns for his silver foxes. In foint of fact, 
our litters have been born on this farm in 
the current year, and a further addition 
to the stock is anticipated. During the recent 
snowstorm great amusement was afforded to 
local residents and delight to the foxes them- 
selves by the white welcome which brought 
calamity to breeders of ue rg domestic 
animals. To the Carrick Fox Farm, it 1s 
said, belongs. the credit of producing the first 
litter 
Ireland.

THE TAXATION OF 
MOTÓR VEHICLES. 


HANDIGCAP TO IRISH 
BODY BUILDERS. 


By Our MOTORING CORRESPONDENT. 


That the rates of taxation of commercial 
motor vehicles in the Irish Free State consti- 
tuted an anomaly, and served to restrict the 
activities of Irish body-builders, was the 
opinion expressed to me yesterday by Mr. 
} Andrew J. Doyle; of Doyle's Motors, Ltd. 

He explained that the rate of taxation 
jumps from £16 per annum in the case of a 
commercial vehicle under. 20 cwt. to £50 per 
annum for vehicles of 20 to 40 cwt. The 
absence of an intermediate rate of taxation 
leads users of commercial! vehicles, in the 
interests of economy, to. specify if at all 
possible a lorry or van weighing under a ton. 

The Irish body - builder then is presented 
with the problem of fitting to the usual type 
of light chassis a body which will not in- 
crease the weight to more than 20 cwt. 
According to Mr. Doyle, he has no chance of 
fitting a decent, strong body, but is re- 
stricted in his choice of materials by the 
arbitrary weight limitations. 

If there were an intermediate tax of, say, 
£20 per annum up to 25 or 30 cwt., the State 
would reap an increased revenue; for many 
who now pay only £16 would be glad to take 
advantage of any extra weight allowed for 
£4 or sir ional. ' 

I understand that the existence of this 
taxation singularity, and its influence upon 
the building of bodies in Ireland, has been 
brought to the notice of the appropriate 
Government Department.
